She was a hand- 
some and attractive Avoman. ilt is said 
that she abandoned her husband and 
only child under tho impression that if 
aho could get n divorce Lord Henry 
Paget would many her. However tiiis 
may bo, it is certain. that the relations 
of the parties were of the most inti- 
mate character and the friends of Mrs. 
Wetmore wero led to believe that a 
promise of marriage . actually existed 
and that tho divorce having been ob- 
tained alio would soon become Lady 
Anglesey. Lord Henry Paget having 
succeeded to tho title, the unfortunate 
lady's - hopes w?re suddenly, blasted, 
however, by -tlio'' publibatioh^of the 
marriage of ; the''neW';niarqui8 to tho 
Hon. Mrs.' Wodehouse, widow of Lord 
Kimberly's second son and the daughter 
of iMr. Preston King of Georgia. The 
shock to Mrs. Wetmoro was terrible, 
and hor friends tholight .she would lose 
her ■ jroason. How^ver^ she became 
nibrd composed, and' the idea occurred 
to her of suing the' marquis in tho 
English law courts for breach of promise, 
as she had upward of two hundred of 
his letters, which aho considered would 
establish her case.
